AMATEURS REORGANIZED 

As a result of plans discussed during 
ACB (American Council of the Blind) 
Convention last year in Philadelphia, Del 
F. Wachter, WB8TJO, and KW4U are pleased 
to announce the formation of ACB Radio 
Amateurs, a successor organization to ACB 
Service Net. This step has been taken in 
order to provide for a more comprehensive 
Program of information, referral, and 
support services to blind radio amateurs. 

We recognize that the Net provides a 
valuable service in the best tradition of 
Amateur Radio, but we believe that an 
organized affiliate can and should become 
more involved in other aspects of our 
multi-faceted hobby. For example, the new 
organization can take a leadership role in 
introducing blind and visually impaired 
persons to Amateur Radio. In the face of 
the Volunteer Examiner Program, many clubs 
and organizations are seeking advice 
regarding the best methods of 
administering license tests to blind 
applicants. A strong and visible 
organization of blind hams could also 
approach manufacturers regarding the 
incorporation of low-cost modifications 
which would facilitate use of radio 
equipment by the visually impaired. We 
would also like-to start a newsletter 
dealing with matters of particular 
interest to blind amateurs.

CRIMINAL COMPLAINTS FILED AGAINST JAMMERS 
The FCC announced on July 3, 1985, 
criminal complaints had been filed 
three individuals accused of 
making illegal Amateur Radio 
transmissions. These complaints resulted 
in the arrest of Glenn L. Barrick of 
Detroit, Richard Szabo of Farmington Hills 
and Robert J. King of Redford Township.

Pending the filing of formal charges 
against the individuals involved, the 
criminal complaints have now been 
dismissed by the U.S. Attorney for the 
Eastern Division of Michigan. 

Dismissal of the criminal complaints 


allows the cases to be processed in a 
more routine manner. Upon complete review 
of the case information, the results may 
be presented to a federal grand jury to 
seek indictments for violation of Federal 
law. Conviction could result in a 
possible maximum sentence of one year in 
prison and a $10,000 fine for each 
offense. 

The FCC's Detroit District Office 
conducted the investigation and located 
the illegal operators in response to 
numerous complaints about deliberate 
interference being caused to Amateur Radio

eFour Califonia persons have been fined 
a_ total of $3,900.00 for operating modified 
ham gear on radio channels they were not 
authorized to use. Constance Rohrer was 
fined $750 for allegedly communicating with a 
Steve Loomis (also fined $750) aboard the 
longrange sportfishing vessel, Royal Polaris, 
off the California coast on May 9th. The FCC 
said they were operating on a frequency of 
10.770 MHz using SSB amateur radio gear. 
FCC engineers traced the radio signals to Ms. 
Rohrer's residence. Frank J. Lopreste, who 
owns the Royal Polaris, was fined $2,000 for 
allowing voyages from Cabo San Lucas to San 
Diego without an FCC licensed radio operator 
aboard. Lopreste, who is properly marine 
radio operator licensed, was not on the vessel 
during the May 11-14 period. The ship's mas- 
ter, David Kagawa, was also fined $750. >

THIS MONTHS TECHNICAL TIP 


FILTER FOR YOUR ELECTRICITY 


If you've noticed a sludge or clay-like buildup inside 

your tubes or diodes lately, or even if you haven't but 

recently added new equipment to your station, here is:a 

simple preventive step you can take to save lots of $$ 
road: FILTER YOUR ELECTRICITY. 

You know how every time the city works on the water pipes it loosens 
up a lot of rust. Well, the same thing happens when the electric company 
works on the lines and they are not always careful to drain off before put- 
ting the line back in service. So, it's up to you to protect those tubes 
and diodes from getting all clogged up. 

To test for clogged equipment, loosen and remove one of the easier to 
get at tubes, invert it and tap it several times against a hard surface. 
If you notice debris falling inside the tube, the condition is advanced. 
(Ed. note: with metal tubes and solid state devices, this condition can- 
not be easily observed so it is recommended that a hole be drilled in the 
top of metal tubes for observation. With solid state devices you may have 
to peel off a layer and see if the holes are plugged up and not moving fr- 
eely.) 

: To filter your electricity, run the hot lead through an ordinary qua- 
rt fruit jar. Empty the jar when the sediment is one-fourth full, some- 
times referred to as.three-fourths empty. The electrons will jump strai- 
ght across the jar but the sediment, because of its greater weight, will 
fall to the bottom. Caution: Avoid breathing the filter dust, especially 
if you have an ashmatic condition. This filter will add years of life to

FCC DENIES PETITION TO INCREASE 
CODE SPEED REQUIREMENTS 

. The FCC has dismissed a petition for | 
rulemaking filed by Harry Lewis, W7JWJ, 
which proposed to increase the code speed 
requirement for the Technician license to - 
7 words per minute and for the Advanced 
license to 15 WPM. By making the code 
requirements more rigorous, Lewis sought 
to permit Technician class Volunteer 
Examiners to administer the 5 WPM code 
test to Novice applicants, and to permit 
Advanced class VEs to administer the 13 
WPM test for the General class license. 
In this fashion he hoped to release a 
potential pool of over 96,000 Advanced 
class operators to administer tests for 
the General class license. 

In turning down the proposal, FCC said 
in part "... the ostensible objective of 
this petition, to introduce additional 
Advanced Class examiners into the 
volunteer examiner program, is not 
currently required. Within 1-1/2 years of 
the creation of the program volunteers 
appear to be administering amateur 
operator examinations to over 4,000 
applicants each month. This is 50% ebove_ | 
the rate they were administered in 1983 
under the previous system. There is no 
indication at this time that the volunteer 
program suffers either from a lack of 
volunteer examiners or a tack of 
examination opportunities."
